of the Middle West and from the Great Lakes to Virginia and' 
Mississippi. 


In making these reports public, Mr Strout expressed the 


belief that they reflected accurately a widespread condition 
extending throughout the farming states from the Atlantic 


"seaboard to the Rocky Mountains.

In deciding: that Pennsylvania's Brooks law remains in 


force notwithstanding Federal prohibition, the United States 
Supreme Court sustains the right of a state to make any liquor 
regulations it chooses so long as they are not incompatible 
with national law. 
The decision should clear up misunder- 


standing in this respect. 
The Supreme Court declares the 


Brooks law an aid to enforcement of the prohibition act. There 
are differences of opinion on this point which the high court 
judgment will not affect. But there is no ground left for dis- 
agreement as to the state's powers in ihis'connection. 


The contention of the appellant, a Fayette countian con- 


victed under the Brooks law, was that national prohibition 
struck down the state licensing act and freed from state con- 
trol the traffic in "spirituous, vinous and malt liquors" 'when 
it prescribed the maximum of alcoholic content of beverages 
permissible to be sold under the Volstead law. The state has 
no authority to license the sale of liquors nationally prohib- 
ited, but it can forbid the sale of those permitted untler Vol- 
stead Act regulations save by licensed dealers, and this is 
accomplished by keeping the Brooks law in force. The state 
cannot modify the Federal law, but it can make its own laws 
more res'trictive than the national act. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the Volstead law are prohibitive enactments; the 
Brooks law forbids certain traffic unless duly licensed. 
The 


Pennsylvania law is not necessary to enforcement of prohibi- 
tion; it is necessary to the carrying out of "a commonwealth 
purpose.—Pittsburgh Gazette-Times.

When the organization is 
perfected, the members agree 
that within a stated time/usu- 


(ally one year, each one will have 
at least one pure bred sow. They 
have not been urged to rush into 
the. pure bred business, but ra- 
^ther to gradually acquaint them- 


selves* -with jrare bred hogs be- 
fore investing too heavily. The 
capital in efficient pork machines 
tan then be increased and there 
Will be more certainty of reali- 
S"jtHg a profit. It is better to buy 
one good sow; and do construc- 
tive work on a small scale first 


The average size of the mem- 


bership of these community as- 
sociations is twelve. They vary 


• from five members to twenty- 


two members, but the large ma- 
jority are from ten to fourteen 
men. The officers are usually a 
President, Vice President and a 
Secretary Treasurer. 
Besides 
these they have an executive 
committee consisting 
qf five 


members'. The officers form part 
of this committee whicli acts re- 
allv in an advisory capacity. The 
officers hold office for one year 
and .the 'annual election usually 
ia held in Deceniber or January. 
Each community organization 
nts ,a constitution and by-laws. 
SPhey usually ' contain definite i 
stated objects of the Association 
! 


Summed up they are: 
\ (1) To promote the breeding 
u qS pure 'bred hogs. 
: 


m (2) To promote tne general 


, interest of the association mem- 
bers by assistingjnjhe 'buying 


of new stock and selling of sur- 
plus stock. , 


(3) To encourage new breed- 
ers, especially by advancing pig 
clubs and discouraging the ad- 
mixture of blood of several 
breeds and crossbred, grade-and 
scrub sires-

To encourage commun- 
ity breeding. 
' 


(5) To arrange for exhibits 


at local or other fairs as may be 
agreed upon; and when neces- 
sary, selection of individuals '-to 
be made from the several herds 
in order that the groups may 
represent the best of the associ- 
ation herds. 


These objects may be altered 


I or added to meet the needs o 
j the particular community. 


In a large way, the objects 
have been carried out in a very 
complete manner. 
Practically 


every community has a show,, in 
the fall during the fair season 
It may be a community show; or 
a co-operative exhibit at the lo- 
cal fair or it may be a county 
show. Finally a county organi- 
zation may be formed, the mem- 
bership being made up of the 
men belonging to the local com- 
munity breeders. Then, the es- 
tablishment of Boysr »nd Girls' 
Pig Clubs have been the 
first 


line of pursuit in many cases. 
The individuals havo furnished 
the pigs themselves on very li- 
beral terms or-hayV arranged 
with local banks to finance'the 
proposition. Usually! a local club 
leader is appointed from 
the 


membership of the Association 
or in cases when; .the club is of 
large size, a conunittee is appoin 
ted. Th'se nwn arrange for the 
records-, 
the rou,.au;j and the 


prizes. The County Farm Bureau 
and the Boyj' and U;Hs' Club 
Office guide the method of orga- 
nization. 


Every organization plans to 


do some advertising in the name 
of the organization.. As yet ad- 
vertising propaganda has. been 
carried on in only the Associa- 
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tipns that have proceeded 
enough to have stuff to sell Only 
the veiy best' are ever sold for 
breeding purposes, tjh£ large-ma- 
jority is fattened .an'H sold for 
pork. The pure,bredftfsWlty looks 
so much beter to <a new breeder 
than the old indiscriminate 
stock they kept b'efore that they 
teel all are suitable to sell for 
breeders, and to uphold the re- 
putation of a communities pro- 
duct a minimum price',is set for 
which pigs-at certain ages can 
be sold for breeding purposes. 
This is high enough te prevent 
the mediocre and poor stock 
from 'gbiijij?.into inexperienced 
hands as breeding anirrials. By 
charging,a small percentage, one 
or two percent, on individual's 
sales the feature of advertising 
is financed. As soon1 as the ortjani 
zations grow a little stronger 
the advertising will constitute 
one of the. Association's major 
features. As conditions are how, 
the local demand in most cases 
is greater than the output of 
meritorious pigs priced at pure 
bred prices,. 


In conclusion "it may be said 


bhat the number of organizat- 
ions that have developed in .three 
and onerhalf years, is evidence 
of the success of this, work. Es- 
pecially is, this, teiie when one 
considers .that al Oafge maj ority 
of these men never before owned 
Hire bred hogs. Thie Community 
Swine Breeders' Organization is 
i way of producing better hogs 
n a co-operative way,' in a more 
economical way 
and

In deciding: that Pennsylvania's Brooks law remains in 


force notwithstanding Federal prohibition, the United States 
Supreme Court sustains the right of a state to make any liquor 
regulations it chooses so long as they are not incompatible 
with national law. 
The decision should clear up misunder- 


standing in this respect. 
The Supreme Court declares the 


Brooks law an aid to enforcement of the prohibition act. There 
are differences of opinion on this point which the high court 
judgment will not affect. But there is no ground left for dis- 
agreement as to the state's powers in ihis'connection. 


The contention of the appellant, a Fayette countian con- 


victed under the Brooks law, was that national prohibition 
struck down the state licensing act and freed from state con- 
trol the traffic in "spirituous, vinous and malt liquors" 'when 
it prescribed the maximum of alcoholic content of beverages 
permissible to be sold under the Volstead law. The state has 
no authority to license the sale of liquors nationally prohib- 
ited, but it can forbid the sale of those permitted untler Vol- 
stead Act regulations save by licensed dealers, and this is 
accomplished by keeping the Brooks law in force. The state 
cannot modify the Federal law, but it can make its own laws 
more res'trictive than the national act. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the Volstead law are prohibitive enactments; the 
Brooks law forbids certain traffic unless duly licensed. 
The 


Pennsylvania law is not necessary to enforcement of prohibi- 
tion; it is necessary to the carrying out of "a commonwealth 
purpose.—Pittsburgh Gazette-Times.

During high prices, the poor- 


er cows will often produce a 
profit, but like all business pro- 
positions, when competition is 
keen, better business methods 
must be followed., All leaks 
must be eliminated if profit is to 
be expected, and the Dairyman 
who is keeping one or two un- 
profitable cows in his herd finds 
very quickly that he is losing 
money faster than he makes it.

fore investing too heavily. The 
capital in efficient pork machines 
tan then be increased and there 
Will be more certainty of reali- 
S"jtHg a profit. It is better to buy 
one good sow; and do construc- 
tive work on a small scale first 


The average size of the mem- 


bership of these community as- 
sociations is twelve. They vary 


• from five members to twenty- 


two members, but the large ma- 
jority are from ten to fourteen 
men. The officers are usually a 
President, Vice President and a 
Secretary Treasurer.

these they have an executive 
committee consisting 
qf five 


members'. The officers form part 
of this committee whicli acts re- 
allv in an advisory capacity. The 
officers hold office for one year 
and .the 'annual election usually 
ia held in Deceniber or January.

at local or other fairs as may be 
agreed upon; and when neces- 
sary, selection of individuals '-to 
be made from the several herds 
in order that the groups may 
represent the best of the associ- 
ation herds. 


These objects may be altered 


I or added to meet the needs o 
j the particular community. 


In a large way, the objects 
have been carried out in a very 
complete manner. 
Practically 


every community has a show,, in 
the fall during the fair season 
It may be a community show; or 
a co-operative exhibit at the lo- 
cal fair or it may be a county 
show. Finally a county organi- 
zation may be formed, the mem- 
bership being made up of the 
men belonging to the local com- 
munity breeders. Then, the es- 
tablishment of Boysr »nd Girls' 
Pig Clubs have been the 
first 


line of pursuit in many cases. 
The individuals havo furnished 
the pigs themselves on very li- 
beral terms or-hayV arranged 
with local banks to finance'the 
proposition. Usually! a local club 
leader is appointed from 
the 


membership of the Association 
or in cases when; .the club is of 
large size, a conunittee is appoin 
ted. Th'se nwn arrange for the 
records-, 
the rou,.au;j and the 


prizes. The County Farm Bureau 
and the Boyj' and U;Hs' Club 
Office guide the method of orga- 
nization. 


Every organization plans to 


do some advertising in the name 
of the organization.. As yet ad- 
vertising propaganda has. been 
carried on in only the Associa- 
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tipns that have proceeded 
enough to have stuff to sell Only 
the veiy best' are ever sold for 
breeding purposes, tjh£ large-ma- 
jority is fattened .an'H sold for 
pork. The pure,bredftfsWlty looks 
so much beter to <a new breeder 
than the old indiscriminate 
stock they kept b'efore that they 
teel all are suitable to sell for 
breeders, and to uphold the re- 
putation of a communities pro- 
duct a minimum price',is set for 
which pigs-at certain ages can 
be sold for breeding purposes. 
This is high enough te prevent 
the mediocre and poor stock 
from 'gbiijij?.into inexperienced 
hands as breeding anirrials. By 
charging,a small percentage, one 
or two percent, on individual's 
sales the feature of advertising 
is financed. As soon1 as the ortjani 
zations grow a little stronger 
the advertising will constitute 
one of the. Association's major 
features. As conditions are how, 
the local demand in most cases 
is greater than the output of 
meritorious pigs priced at pure 
bred prices,. 


In conclusion "it may be said 


bhat the number of organizat- 
ions that have developed in .three 
and onerhalf years, is evidence 
of the success of this, work. Es- 
pecially is, this, teiie when one 
considers .that al Oafge maj ority 
of these men never before owned 
Hire bred hogs. Thie Community 
Swine Breeders' Organization is
